This collection of original historical portraits is believed to be the Qcat of 
the kind ever systematically brought together for Exhibition in this country. 
The circular inviting contributions for the purpose was issued in mid-sum- 
mer, and for several months the responses were so few that it seemed as if 
the project must be abandoned. Two months ago the circular was supple- 
mented by personal efforts, and the result has been both gratifying and 
praiseworthy. Our citizens responded with an alacrity and cheerfulness 
most remarkable, when it is remembered that their compliance meant 
a denuding of their walls of their most precious household treasures — ^their 
very lares zsApenates: and the Directors of the Academy desire to place 
here on record their appreciation of the cordial support they have received

In the catalogue, which has been prepared with the utmost care, in 
order to make it useful here and of increasing value hereafter, will be 
found forty-six portraits belonging to the Academy. These have not 
been removed from there accustomed places on the walls, but are included 
in the catalogue to make the record of portraits as complete as possible. 

The works of each artist have been placed together upon the walls, the 
better to enable comparison and study. A few portraits have been ad- 
mitted where the subject is unknown, with the hope that this public 
exhibition of them may lead to their identification, and any information 
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tending to this object will be acceptable. In this connection it is earnestly 
recommended to owners of portraits to have inscribed on the back of the 
canvas the names of the subject and the artist, to avoid loss of identity 
hereafter.

In the following Catalogue the Acidemy has given the names of the 
artists as furnished by the exhibitors, but does not hold itself responsible for 
their correctness. 

The number of a portrait is printed at the left of the name; the number 
of the wall on which it is hung, at the right. 

The walls are numbered consecutively from front to rear through the 
Northern tier of galleries, and in reverse order through the Southern tier. 

Miniatures not numbered as to position, are on the columns in Gallery F. 

A number following a name in a note signifies that a portrait of the 
person named will be found under that number.

Patrick Lyon, born in London about 1779, came to Philadelphia 
about 1793; was an ingenious locksmith, blacksmith, and fire en- 
gine builder of Philadelphia. By industry and skill he grew 
wealthy ; but, when ordering the portrait above named, he expressly 
required that it should represent him as a blacksmith, not as a gen- 
tleman. It was also by his order that the cupola of the old 
Walnut Street prison, seen through a window in the background of 
the picture, was introduced. This was in memory of a curious 
adventure. 

In 1 798, the vaults of the Bank of Pennsylvania having been rob- 
bed of more than $150,000.00, apparently by the use of duplicate 
keys, a warrant was issued for the arrest of Lyon, he having been 
employed a short time before to repair the locks, and having left the 
city after the robbery. His real object in leaving the city however, 
had been to protect his family from the yellow fever epidemic ; and, 
as soon as he heard of the suspicions against him, he returned and 
gave himself up to the magistrate. Being unable to procure the bail 
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of ^i5o,ocx>.oo required, he was confined in the city prison, where he 
suffered much, the yellow fever then raging within the walls. It 
was found afterward that the real culprits were an inside porter of 
the bank and a carpenter. Lyon sued the bank, and recovered ^12,- 
000.00 damages. Died in Philadelphia, April 15, 1829.

An unfinished MS. autobiogri^hy in 
the possession of his great-grandson, states that he made " a correct draw- 
ing" of Stuart's Landsdown portrait of Washington, from which he 
made about 60 copies in enamel. He was said to have painted Wash- 
ington from life in 1796; but the manuscript above referred to makes 
no mention of a sitting though recording an invitation received through Stuart,, 
and declined on grounds thus expressed : <'That I would consider it a mark 
of the highest imposition to trouble the General to sit to me ; but when I 
had copied his [Stuart's] picture of him in enamel, which was my forte, that 
I would show it to the General, and thank him for his kind offer." This 
was done, but the account of it says nothing about a renewal of the offer 
of a sitting. Birch designed and engraved a number of views of country 
seats, principally on the Schuylkill; and, in 1800 commenced the publica- 
ition of his "Views of Philadelphia," choosing the subjects, and directing his 
son Thomas in the drawings, and Seymour in the engravings. Died 1834.. 
His portrait, by Neagle, No. 39, is one of the gems of this Exhibition.

Dapleasis, Joseph Siffrein — 1 725-1 803. Bom at Charpentras^ 
France ; studied several years in Rome under Subleyras ; settled in Paris- 
1752. Among his best works are portraits of Necker, Marmontel and 
Franklin, the latter of whom he painted several times.

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Da Simitiere, Pierre Bagene — Portrait painter, designer and 
naturalist, bom at Geneva in the first quarter of the i8th century; spent 
about ten years in the West Indies, practising his art, and collecting shells 
and botanical specimens; settled in Philadelphia 1766. An engraving by 
Mariano Brand!, Madrid, 1780, claims to be from a drawing of Washington 
from life by Du Simitidre; and in 1783, there was published in London a 
series of thirteen profile portraits of distinguished Americans, including that 
of Washington, engraved by B. Reading after drawings from life by this 
artist, but the original drawings are not known. The miniature in the 
present exhibition is the only original picture by Du Simitidre that we know. 
He died in Philadelphia and was buried in St. Peter's church-yard, October 
10, 1784. The Philadelphia Library possesses his collection of historical 
manuscripts and broadsides.

Daval, Nioolaas— 1644-1 732. Bom at the Hague, Holland ; studied 
under Weilling, and afterward at Rome in the school of P. da G^rtona; 
was commissioned by William IH of England to execute several paintings 
at Loo; appointed Director of the Academy at the Hague; attended King 
William to England, and was entrusted by him with the cleaning and re- 
pairing of the cartoons by Raphael at Hampton Court.

XSaton, Joaeph Oriel, A.N. A. — 1829-1875. Bom an Licking Co., 
Ohio. Genre and portrait painter both in oil and water-colors ; member 
Society of Painters in Water Colors. Died in New York. 

Burnet, 62. 

Biohholtz, Jacob — 1 776-1842. Bom in Lancaster, Pa., son of an 
innkeeper ; brought up a coppersmith, and painted portraits while working 
at his trade ; received some instruction from Sully during a visit of the 
latter to Lancaster ; visited Stuart in Boston, taking his best known portrait, 
that of Nicholas Biddle, with the U. S. Bank in the background, as a speci- 
men of his work ; came back and settled in Philadelphia as a professional 
portrait painter, remaining for ten years.

Blliott, Charlea Loring, N. A.^ 1812-1868. Born at Scipio, 
N. Y. ; was clerk in a store in Syracuse ; removed to New York City about 
1834, and became a pupil of John Trumbull; N. A. 1846; said to have 
painted more than seven hundred portraits, including some of the most 
prominent men of his time. Died in Albany.

Franca. See De Franca. 

Franoia, John F. — Bom about 18 10; practised portrait painting in 
Schuylkill Co. and elsewhere ; came to Philadelphia and devoted himiself 
to painting fruit pieces, many of which were sold from the exhibition rooms 
of the Art Union, between 1844 ^"^^ 1850. Died in Montgomery Co. 1885. 

Smith, 404. 

Haha, Philip B. — 1 853-1 882. Bom in Reading, Penna., August 4, 
1853; commenced preparing for a business career wi3i Robbins, Clark & 
Biddle, jewelers, in Pmladelphia ; employed his leisure in artistic experi- 
ments, and, about 1872, joined the Philadelphia Sketch Club. This gave a 
positive stimulus to his artistic incUnations, and he soon became one of the 
most zealous and intelligent members of the class conducted under the 
auspices of the Club, which came to the Academy on the completion of the 
present building in 1876. Here Mr. Hahs continued his studies and also 
continued to receive instruction from Mr. Thomas Eakins, as before. At 
the exhibition of Academy students' work in 1879, which included pictures 
from some who had already been admitted into the guild of professional 
artists, Mr. Hahs was considered almost unrivalled in technique. After this, 
he was a regular contributor to the exhibitions, and continually improved 
both in technique and selection and treatment of subjects, until at the Ex- 
hibition of the Philadelphia Society of Artists in 1 881, in which he was 
represented by a landscape and four genre paintings, he was recognized as 
the foremost among the young artists of his period. About this time, with 
many plans under serious consideration for more elaborate performances, he- 
was attacked by a severe illness, terminating, after some months, in his. 
death, which occurred in Philadelphia, August 28, 1882. 

Mr. Hahs was an active member of the Sketch Club, and served oft its 
Executive Committee for many years ; also a member of the Artists' Fund 
Society, and a Director of the Philadelphia Society of Artists. 

Berthellot, 25. 

HaU, Anne, N. A.— died 1863. Bom in Pomfret, Connecticut; 
when very young received some instruction in miniature painting from 
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S. King of Newport, who had at one time given lessons in oil painting to 
Washington Allston ; afterward studied ptdnting in oil with Alexander Rob- 
ertson in New York, but finally devoted herself to miniature painting ; was 
an exhibitor at the National Academy of Design in New York, and elected 
Academican, 1833. Among her best known works are a portrait of a Greek 
girl, which has been engraved, and a group representing Mrs. Dr. Jay with 
her infant child. 

Fish, 155. 

Harding, Cheater — 1 792-1 866. Bom at Conway, Mass.; began life 
as a peddler in Western New York ; painted signs in Pennsylvania ; and, 
finally, although entirely self taught, became a fashionable portrait painter ; 
lived in St. Louis, Philadelphia, and Boston ; went to London, and painted 
the poet Rogers, the historian Alison, and several members of the Royal 
Family. Among his American portraits are Daniel Webster, owned by the 
Bar Association of New York, John Randolph, in the Corcoran Gallery, 
Washington, and Charles Carroll of Carrollton.

Healy, Q. P. A. — Bom in Boston 1808; has worked generally in Rome 
and Paris since 1836; received medal of 3d Class in Paris Salon 1840; 2d 
Class 1855, for his <' Franklin urging the claims of the American colonies 
before Louis XVI." Among his portraits of eminent men are Guyot, in 
Smithsonian Institution; Seward, in State library at Albany; several ex- 
presidents, in the Capitol at Washington ; " Webster's Reply to Hayne," in 
Faneuil Hall, Boston, a composition said to contain one hundred and thirty 
portraits.

Hesselins, J. — An English painter who married and settled in Anna- 
polis in 1763, having previously painted in Philadelphia. According to 
Robert Gilmor of Baltimore, he painted "the greater part of the family 
portraits in the old mansions of Maryland," " and that in a respectable man- 
ner." He was an early instructor of Cliarles Willson Peale, whose son 
Rembrandt, in the memoir of his father, published in the old Encyclopedia 
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Americana, calls him '< a portrait painter from the school of Sir Godfrey 
Kneller."

Hewitt, William K.— A portrait painter of Philadelphia, still 
living; commenced exhibiting in the Academy about 1847; ^<^ painted 
many excellent portraits.

Hoppner, John, R. A. — 1 759-1810. Bom in London; studied at the 
Royal Academy ; became, through the patronage of the Prince of Wales, a 
very fashionable portrait painter, Sir Thomas Lawrence being for many 
years his only rival, and acknowledging indebtedness to his works for in- 
struction. Two of his portraits are in the National Gallery, London, one of 
them a full length of the subject whose bust is here exhibited. Married a 
sister of Joseph Wright. See 483. 

Pitt, 340, 

Huntington, Daniel, N. A. — Born in New York 181 6; studied 
under S. F. B. Morse in 1835, ^^'^ ^^'' under Inman ; went to Florence 1839, 
thence to Rome; made another visit to Rome in 1844; has generally lived, 
and is still living, in New York, where he was elected Academican of the 
National Academy of Design in 1840; is President of that institution, hav- 
ing held the ofHce from 1 862-1 869, and again from 1877 to the present day. 
Among his best known works are <* Mercy's Dream,'* and << Giristiana and 
her Qiildren," both belonging to this Academy, and well known through 
engravings; also, "The Republican Court" in the late A. T. Stewart Col- 
lection. Mr. Huntington painted a second ** Mercy's Dream," which is in 
the Corcoran Gallery at Washington. A list of his portraits would include 
many names of eminent men.

Ingham, Charlea Cromwell, N. A. — 1 797-1 863. Bom in Dublin; 
studied in the Academy there, and obtained a prize for " The Death of Cleo- 
patra;" settled in New York 1817 ; was one of the founders of the National 
Academy of Design, and Vice-President, 1 845-1 850. Died December 10, 
1863. His best known picture is "The White Plume," which was beauti- 
fully engraved by A. B. Durand. 

Forrest, 157. Ingham, 211. 
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Inman, Henry, N. A. — 1802-1846. Portrait, genre and landscape 
painter, bom in Utica, N. Y.; studied under John Wesley Jairvis, in New 
York City; went to Europe in 1845, remaining about a year and painting 
Wordsworth, Macaulay (254), Dr. Thomas Chalmers and others. Among 
his sitters in this country were many distinguished men, whose portraits 
are preserved in public collections in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
and elsewhere. He was, between 1 831 and 1835, associated with Col. 
Cephas G. Childs in a lithographic printing and publishing business, carried 
on in this city; and was a Director of this Academy in 1834. His portrait 
of Chief Justice Marshall (265) has been lithographed by A. Newsam and 
engraved by A. B. Durand.

Jcuiria, John Wealey — 1 780-1 839. A nephew of John Wesley, born 
at South Shields, England ; was brought to Philaidelphia by his father when 
but five years old, and was here educated; spent much of his out of school 
time with Pratt, Paul, Clark, and other painters then working in a humble 
"way, and met Stuart, who " occasionally employed Paul to letter a book *' in 
one of his pictures ; was apprenticed to Edward Savage, of whom he speaks 
most unfavorably, to learn engraving, and with him removed to New York ; 
learned to draw and engrave from D. Edwin, who was employed by Savage 
on his first arrival in this country ; comm'enced engraving on his own ac- 
count ; but having seen Martin, a crayon artist, just arrived from England 
very successful, adopted portrait painting as his profession; met with 
success, but was extravagant, irascible and eccentric; made several trips 
South, taking Henry Inman with him as assistant in the first one to New 
Orleans, and finishing six portraits a week. This was probably in 1833. 
It was after this that he painted his most important works, the fuU-lengtii 
portraits of military and naval heroes for the City of New York. He died 
in extreme poverty January 14, 1839.

Joacelyn, N. — 1 796-1881. Bom in New Haven, Connecticut, was 
a student of drawing and engraving at Hartford in 181 5; engaged 
in the latter as a profession 181 8; adopted portrait painting 1820, and 
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visited Savannah, Georgia ; exhibited several portraits of merit in the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, New York, 1826; visited London 1829; in 1834 
was established as a portrait painter in New Haven where he died Jan. 13, 
1881. 

Pope, 347. 

Kanffmann, Maria Angelica, R. A. — 1 741-1807. Her name is also 
spelled Kauffman, and Kaufinann. She was bom at Coire, in the Grisons, 
Switzerland, October 30, 1 741 ; educated by her father with unusual care, he 
teaching her painting and music himself; from 1754 to 1766 resided principally 
in Italy, attracting great attention by her many accomplishments ; came with 
Lady Wentworth, in 1766, to England, where she was received with great 
distinction; upon the foundation of the Royal Academy in 1768, was 
•elected one of the original 36 members; married Antonio Zucchi, in 1 781, 
and returned to Italy, but retained her maiden name ; died in Rome, Novem- 
ber 5, 1807. The prints after her works number several hundreds, and she 
engraved some plates herself 

Kauffmann, 220, 221. 

Kanlbaoh, Wilhelm von — 1 805-1 874. One of the greatest painters 
of recent times, officer of the Legion of Honor, correspondent of the Institute, 
Director of the Royal Academy, Munich, and member of several others ; 
bom at Aroldsen, in the principality of Waldeck, Germany ; studied under 
Cornelius in the Academy of DUsseldorf about 1822; went to Munich about 
1826; finished his picture of "The Mad House" in 1829;- "Battle of the 
Huns" in 1837; "The Destmction of Jerusalem" 1838. About 1829 he 
also executed the frescos of " Apollo and the Muses," in the Odeon, and 
" Cupid and Psyche " in the palace of Duke Maximilian, and afterward, 
with the painter Schnorr, and the sculptor Schwanthaler, worked at the deco- 
ration of the new palace of King Ludwig. The colossal frescos on the ex- 
terior of the New Pinakothek are from Kaulbach's studies in oil preserved 
within. Kaulbach's original work is but little known in this countiy, though 
his remarkable illustrations of Reineke Fuchs fReynard the Fox) are, 
through engravings and imitations, made as familiar as household words. 
Engravings of some of his grand compositions may be seen in the print room 
of the Academy. Kaulbach painted for Mr. Probasco*s Collection in Cin- 
cinnati, a composition called " Mutterliebe " (Maternal Love), the original 
of which, Mr. Probasco's being an enlarged replica, is in the collection of 
Mr. Henry C. Gibson, a Director of this Academy. See American Art 
Review, 1880. Vol. i, p. 231.

Keaniley? English. 

SiddonSy 397. 
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Kneller, Sir Qodfrey, Bart. — 1646-1723. Bom at LUbeck, August 6^ 
1646; studied in Holland under Rembrandt and Ferdinand Bol ; visited 
Italy; on his return, dwelt some time in Hamburgh; when about thirty 
years old went to London, where he eventually settled, and enjoyed an un- 
rivalled reputation as a portrait painter ; painted Charles II, James II, Wil- 
liam III, Queen Anne, George I, Louis XIV of France, Peter the Great of 
Russia, and Charles VI of Spain ; was created a baronet by George I in 
171 5. Among the most celebrated of his works is the collection of forty- 
three portraits known as the Kit-Cat Club, from which the popular name for 
a certain size of portrait was derived. They were engraved in mezzotint, folio,, 
and published by J. Faber in 1735.

Lambdin, James R. — Bom in Pittsbui^h, May 10, 1807 ; came to* 
Philadelphia in 1823 to study painting, working under E. Miles for six 
months, and afterwards under Sully for a year. Returned to Pittsburgh, 
where, about 1828, he established a Museum and Gallery of the Fine Arts, 
the first pubUc exhibition of works of art in the West. About four years 
later he removed with his collection to Louisville. He has lived in Phila- 
delphia since 1838, in which year he was made Corresponding Secretary of 
the Artists' Fund Society. Was Vice-President of the same society 1840- 
43, Corresponding Secretary again 1844, President 1 845- 1867, and perhaps 
longer. He was also a Director of this Academy for several years, and 
for a great part of the. time very active as Chairman of the Committee on 
Exhibitions. During his residence in Philadelphia, Mr. Lambdin has 
painted many portraits of prominent men, and has also frequently exhibited 
landscapes in oil and water colors.

Lawrence, Charlea B. — Bom in Bordentown, N. J. Removed ta 
Philadelphia about 181 3. Was a pupil of Rembrandt Peale's, and is said 
also to have studied with Stuart, Abandoned act for commerce. 

Correa de Serra, 99; Rosselly 369-371. 

Lawrence, Sir Thomas, P. R. A. — 1 769-1 830. Bom at Bristol,. 
England, May 4, 1769 ; his first efforts were portraits in chalk of customers 
of his father's inn, the Black Bear at Devizes ; set up as a portrait painter 
in crayons at Oxford, when but ten years old ; soon afterward took a house 
at Bath, where he met with great success ; commenced oil painting in his 
seventeenth year; settled in London 1787, and studied at the Royal Acad- 
emy; elected Associate 1791, and after the death of Sir Joshua Reynolds 
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in 1792, became Painter to the King; painted at this time, in his twenty- 
third year, the portraits of the King and Queen, which were presented by 
Lord Macartney to the Emperor of China; elected R. A. 1794; Knighted 
by the Prince Regent 1815 ; and, at the death of West, in 1820, unanimously 
elected President of the Academy. From 1794 until his death, the career 
of Sir Thomas as a portrait painter was unrivalled. He was a member of 
the Academy of St. Luke, at Rome, and several other foreign academies ; 
and, in 1825, was made Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. Died in Lon- 
don, January 27, 1830. 

Although he was considered to excel chiefly in depicting ladies and chil- 
dren, his portraits of the Emperor Francis, Pius VII, and Oirdinal Gonsalvi, 
in the Waterloo Gallery at Windsor, are among the masterpieces of the art 
of portraiture. His large portrait of John* Philip Kemble as Hamlet, painted 
in 1 801, and now in the National Gallery, London, was considered by him 
as one of his best works. It has been engraved by S. W. Reynolds and 
several others. A reduction of this picture is here exhibited.

Lawaon, Thomas B. — Bom in Newburyport, Mass., January 13, 
1807; drew from the Antique in the National Academy of Design, N. Y., 
for six months in 1831 ; returned to Newburyport, and commenced painting 
portraits in 1 832; still painting.

Lebrun, Madame — 1755-1842. Marie Louise Elisabeth Vig6e, a 
French lady, eminent for her beauty and her skill as a portrait painter, mar- 
ried J. B. P. Lebrun, a portrait painter and picture dealer in 1776. She 
became a fashionable artist, and was welcomed in society as an accom- 
plished woman. Her soirees were thronged with people of rank and 
celebrity. Between 1779 and 1789, she painted several portraits of Marie 
Antoinette. She also painted Lord Byron, Madame de Stael, and many 
other distinguished persons. The number of her portraits is more than six 
hundred. In 1835, she published " Souvenirs" of her life, translated and 
published in this country 1879. 

Roland, 366. 

Lely, Sir Peter, or Van der Faes — 1 61 7-1 680* A celebrated portrait 
painter of Dutch descent, bom at Soest in Westphalia. Removed to Lon- 
don in the reign of Charles I. He excelled in the. representation of female 
beauty. After the restoration, he received the title of first painter to Charles 
II, the beauties of whose court were the subjects of his masterpieces.

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Leslie, Charlea Robert, R. A. — 1 794-1 S59. Bom in London, 
England, of American parents, October 19, 1794; brought by his parents to 
Philadelphia 1800; apprenticed to Bradford & Inskeep, booksellers, but 
•developed a taste for art, as evinced by three early water color sketches of 
noted actors in character, now hanging in the print room of the Academy. 
These drawings so interested his employer Mr. Bradford, that he obtained 
subscriptions for sending young Leslie to London. Mr. Bradford was at 
that time a Director of this Academy, and at a special meeting of the Board 
held May 20, 1811, introduced the following resolutions, which were 
■adopted. 

Resolved f that this Academy, having examined the drawings produced at 
the exhibition by Master Leslie, are of the opinion that such rare talents 
•evinced so early in life, give promise of great celebrity and usefiilness, if 
fostered by the smiles of public patronage. 

Resolvedy that Master Leslie be an eleve of this Academy, and that we 
will afford all the faciUties in our power towards forwarding the views of 
his friends in giving him an education calculated to call forth the powers of 
his mind and raise him to that rank among artists to which, we are informed, 
he ardently aspires, and to which, in our opinion he must attain,'' etc. 

Leslie arrived in London Dec, 1811 ; studied in the Royal Academy, and 
with West and Allston ; establilshed his reputation as a painter in the higher 
genre style, by his first important picture " Sir Roger de Coverly going to 
Church,'' which was painted for Mr. Dunlop, and repeated for the Marquis 
of Lansdown; exhibited, in 1 821, his "May Day in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth," which secured his election as an Associate of the Academy ; 
was elected a full Academician in 1826; exhibited, in 1829, "Lady Jane 
Grey prevailed on to accept the Crown; " in 1829, " Sir Roger de Coverly 
and the Gypsies;" in 1831, "The Dinner at Mr. Page's House," and 
**Uncle Toby and the Widow ; " was made Professor of Drawing at the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point, N. Y., in 1833, but gave up the ap- 
pointment after a five months' residence, and returned to London ; Professor 
of Painting in the Royal Academy 1848-185 1 ; published his lectures 1855, 
under the title of " Handbook for Young Painters." Died in London, May 
5, 1859. His "Autobiographical Recolkctions " were published in i860. 

The National Gallery, London, has two of his pictures, " Sancho Panza 
and the Duchess," a repetition with some variation of details, of a picture 
painted in 1823 for Lord Egremont; and " Uncle Toby and the Widow." 

This Academy has a very large and very dramatic composition by LesUe 
painted before his best period, and representing " The Murder of Rutland 
by Clifford," the central figure of which is said to be a portrait from life of 
Sir Edwin Landseer when a boy: also "Olivia," "The Gypsey," and 
** Touchstone and Audrey," all of which have been engraved.

Madraso y Kant, Don Federigo de—Bom 18 15, at Madrid, ac> 
cording to catalogues of the Salons, but at Rome, according to Vapereau ; an 
Officer of the Legion of Honor. Studied first under his father, Don Jose de 
Madrazo, and later in Paris under Winterhalter ; succeeded his father as 
Court Painter and Director of the Madrid Academy ; has painted very many 
portraits of the Spanish aristocracy ; exhibited a fine portrait of Fortuny, his 
son-in-law, at the Paris Exposition, 1878. 

Barringer, 16, 17. 

Malbone, Bdward Q.—i 777-1807. Miniature painter bom m New- 
port, R. I., August, 1771 ; received some instruction from a local scene pain- 
ter, and painted in his sixteenth year a portrait of considerable merit;, 
established himself in Boston as a miniature painter when about 19, and 
formed a close friendship with Washington AUston; afterward opened 
studios successively in New York and Philadelphia ; in consequence of fail- 
ing health, removed with AUston, in the winter of 1800, to Charleston, 
S. C, where some of his best works were produced ; accompanied AUston to 
London in May, 1801, and while there painted his laigest and most cele- 
brated miniature — " The Hours," now in Providence Athenaeum — a group 
of three beautiful young girls representing the Past, the Present, and the 
Future. On returning to this country, Mr. Malbone chose Charleston for 
his permanent residence, visiting the North periodically. In 1806, his 
health still failing, he sought relief in Jamaica, and finding none, started home,, 
but died on reaching Savannah, on his way to Newport, May 7, 1807. He 
is ranked as the first among miniature painters.

Marchant, B. D. — Portrait painter in New York and Philadelphia. 
Died in Philadelphia 1887. 

Coles, 89; Gurley, 182; Meade, 272. 

Martin, David — An English engraver in mezzotint, who flourished 
between 1765 and 1780; was also a portrait painter, his best known work 
being the one below referred to, which he also engraved. 

Franklin, 160. 

Merle, Hugues—i 822-1881. A well-known French ^^«r^ and his- 
torical painter, pupil of L. Cogniet, bom at St. Marcellin. Medal of 2d class^ 
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Paris Salon, i86i ; "Rappel," 1863; Chevalier ot the Legion of Honor, 1866. 
Represented in the Luxembourg Gsillery, Paris, and in several important 
private collections in this country. The owners of the portrait, by which he 
is here represented, have a good example of his work in the higher genre ^ 
" First Lesson in Charity," deposited in the Academy.

Miereveld, Miohiel Janszen — 1 567-1 641. Bom near Delft, May 
1,1567; pupil. of Willem Willemsz, Augustijn and A. Van Montfoort. 
Although die number of portraits accredited to him is almost incredible, the 
finish of his work, and its excellent quality, are remarkable. He was a 
Mennonite, but, in consideration of his genius, was allowed the full exercise 
of his religion. In the Royal Museum at Amsterdam is a bust portrait by 
him of the subject of the larger one by which he is here represented ; also, 
portraits of the Princes Maurice of Nassau, Frederick Henry, and Philip 
William of Orange, the poet Jacob Cats, and others. Elsewhere are those 
of Grotius, Gustavus Adolphus, Spinola, Huyghens, Admiral de Coligny, 
the Duke of Buckingham, and many other eminent men.

Miller, Alfred J. — 1810-1874. Bom in Baltimore; studied first 
imder Sully ; visited Europe in 1833, studjring in Paris, Rome and Flor- 
ence ; accompanied Sir William Drmnmond Stewart, a Scotch Baronet, to 
the Rocky Mountains in 1837, making a series of sketches which were the 
ground work of the very interesting gallery of pictures now in Murthley 
Castle. These pictures were reproduced in water colors for W. T, Walters, 
of Baltimore.

Morse, Samuel Finley Breese, N.A. — 1791-1872. Known as 
Prof. Morse ; son of Jedediah Morse, D.D., well known by his geographical 
works; bom at Charlestown, Mass., in April, 1791 ; graduate of Yale Col- 
lege 1 8 10; went to England the following year, with Washington AUston, 
his preceptor in art, and studied also under Benjamin West ; retumed home 
in 181 5 and painted portraits in various places; was one of the founders of 
the National Academy of Design in 1826, and its first President, 1827-45; 
and afterward 1 86 1 to 1862; abandoned art as a profession in 1839. He 
had been in Europe from 1829 to 1832, and during his homeward passage, 
had suggested the idea of an electric telegraph, which after many delays and 
difficulties was developed into the successful line between Baltimore and 
Washington in 1844. He received gold medals and insignia of honor from 
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several European sovereigns, and the representatives of the principal powers 
assembled in Paris about 1857, presented to him the sum of 400,000 francs 
in recognition of the value of. his invention. Mr. Morse was a sculptor as 
well as a painter. In the Academy is a small cast of a group by him, repre- 
senting Milo being devoured by a lion.

ITeagle, John — 1796-1S65. Bom in Boston, of Philadelphia parents ; 
apprenticed to a coach painter in Philadelphia ; received two months' in- 
struction in art from Bass Otis ; began painting portraits about 181 8 in Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, continuing in Frankfort, Louisville, and New Orleans, but 
soon returned to Philadelphia, where the best part of his professional life 
was spent. He married a daughter of Thomas Sully, from whom he 
received instruction and encouragement, and rapidly gained distinction in 
his profession. The list of his works here exhibited, though comparatively 
limited, and including some of his most inferior, is sufficient, with its wonder- 
ftil range from the delicately modeled and colored portraits of Mr. and Mrs. 
Earl to the noble and massive Dr. Rlmore, to stamp him as one of the 
great masters of portrait painting. Mr. Neagle was a Director of this 
Academy 1830-31, and one of the founders of the Artists* Fund Society, 
and its first President 1835-44. His office was not a sinecure. He 
labored zealously for the advancement of art; and his Society remained 
a very active and useful organization for many years. Died in Phila- 
delphia Sept. 17, 1865.

Opie, John, R.A. — 1 761-1807. Bom near Truro, in Cornwall, Eng- 
land, May, 1 761 ; son of a carpenter; was brought to London by Dr. Wol- 
cott (Peter Pindar), and introduced to Sir Joshua Reynolds ; exhibited at 
the Royal Academy in 1782, and for some time created a sensation as the 
" Cornish Genius i" R. A. 1787; made Professor of Painting in the Royal 
Academy, 1805. Died April 9, 1807, and was buried in St. Paul's 
Cathedral by the side of Sir Joshua Re3molds. In addition to the portrait 
referred to below, the Academy has a large composition by Opie, represent- 
ing " Gil Bias Securing the Cook in the Robbers' Cave."

Old, Joseph B. — Son of George Ord, the ornithologist. Was a mem- 
ber of the first Council of the Artists' Fund Society, 1835; well known in 
Philadelphia as a fruit painter.

Otis, Bass — 1 784-1861. Bom in New England; apprenticed to a 
sC3rthe maker, and has left some record of his apprenticeship in his only 
known composition, a large picture of the interior of a forge, which was ex- 
hibited in 1 81 9, in this Academy, where it still remains, having been pre- 
sented by the artist; was painting portraits in New York in 1808, and 
settled as a portrait painter in Philadelphia in 181 2; invented the perspec- 
tive protractor 181 5 ; made the design upon a stone brought from Munich, 
and did the printing himself, of what is said to be the first lithograph pro- 
duced in America, published in the Analectic Magazine for July, 1819; 
reproduced in a small crude mezzotint, his portrait of Dr. Physick, 337. 
Died in Philadelphia Nov. 3, 1 861.

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Page, 'William. N. A.— 1811-1885.— Bom in Albany, N. Y., Jan. 23, 
181 1 ; removed with his family to New York City 1820; entered the law 
office of Frederick De Peyster when quite a young man, but soon devoted 
himself entirely to art, studying under Professor Morse, and in the Schools 
of the National Academy ; painted portraits in Albany 1828-29; returned 
to New York, and, later, opened a studio in Boston, where he remained 
until he went to Europe ; was for many years considered the leading Ameri- 
can portrait painter in Rome; made N. A. 1836; delivered lectures to the 
Academy students which were highly esteemed. Among his earlier works 
are a "Holy Family," belonging to the Boston Athenaeum, a portrait of 
Governor Marcy, in the City Hall, New York, and " The Infancy of Henry 
IV." His exhibits in the National Academy include "Antique Timbrel 
Player," 1871; "Farragut's Triumphant Entry into Mobile Bay," 1872, 
" Shakespeare," 1874, " Shakespeare from the German Death Mask," 1876. 
He was much impressed with the death mask of Shakespeare and wrote 
several articles in support of its authenticity. He painted a head of "Christ" 
which attracted much attention, for the deep religious sentiment it expressed. 
A number of Page's pictures were on exhibition in New York in the winter 
of 1877, including his Shakespeare's, and his celebrated Venus, painted in 
Rome 1859 and exhibited in London and other cities including Philadelphia. 
This Academy has an interesting genre painting by Page, of excellent quali- 
ties, but in curious condition as to color — ^possibly one of the experiments 
in color which the artist was reputed to be fond of trying. He died at his 
home on Long Island Sept. 30, 1885.

Peale, Charles Willson — 1 741-1827 — Bom of English parents at 
Chestertown on the Eastern Shore of Maryland, April 15, 1741 ; at the age 
of twenty-one, having served his time with a saddler in Annapolis, he com- 
menced business for himself and extended his operations to coach building, 
clock and watch making, silver-smith's work, and, finally, portrait painting; 
had some advice in the last pursuit from Hesselius, an Englishmali who had 
married and settled in Annapolis in 1763; afterwards received instruction 
from Copley, during a brief visit to Boston ; went to England in 1768; was 
received into Benjamin West's house, and, under his direction, studied in 
the Royal Academy, meanwhile painting miniatures, and engraving in mez- 
zotint; after his return in June, 1770, found constant employment and con- 
siderable reputation in painting portraits in Annapolis and Baltimore ; was 
invited in 1772 to Mount Vernon, to paint, for tie* first time, a portrait of 
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Washington ; painted several other portraits of Washington (see 445^447) 
including a miniature for Lafayette, of which he made several copies ; estab- 
Hshed a Museum of Natural History in Philadelphia, 1784, mentioned more 
fiilly under No. 322 ; was one of the founders of this Academy 1805, and 
a Director from the beginning until 1 810, during a great part of which period, 
the Board meetings were held in his Museum. Died in Philadelphia, Feb, 
22, 1827.

Peale, Rembrandt, N. A. — 1 778-1 860. — Bom in Bucks County, 
Penna., Feb. 22d, 1778, second son of Charles Willson Peale; when but . 
eight years old, was intensely interested in watching his father paint a por- 
trait of Washington ; afterwards, in 1795, had three sittings himself from the 
President, his father painting at his side. After Washington's death, he 
made many attempts to realize his ideal of him, chiefly by combining his own 
and his father's work. Finally, in 1823, under great and long continued 
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excitement, he produced a pictnre 'which seems to have satisfied his desire. 
It was purchased by the U. S. Govermnent in 1832, and is now in the Vice 
President's room at Washington. Peale studied under Benjamin West in 
London, 1 801-1804; lived some years in Paris, and there painted many 
portraits of eminent men. After his return to Philadelphia, he painted his 
most important work, the large picture of " The Court of Death." He is 
also well known by his portraits of distinguished Americans, and by some 
excellent work in lithography, a process which he was among the first of the 
artists to use. Was one of the founders of this Academy, in 1805, and a 
Director 1811-13. He died in Philadelphia, October 3, i860.

Pine, Robert Edge— 1 742-1 788. — Bom in London, 1742; son of 
John Pine, the engraver; gained the premium of the Society for the Encour- 
agement of Arts, etc., for the best historical design, in 1760, and again in 
1762. Established himself as a portrait painter; went to Bath in 1772, and 
remsaned until 1779. Made an exhibition in London, 1782, of a collection 
of pictures painted by himself in illustration of scenes in Shakspeare. Came 
to this country in 1783, bringing his family, and taking up his residence in 
Philadelphia. He painted Washington at Mt. Vernon in 1785, now belong- 
•^ ing to J. Carson Brevoort, Esq., of New York. Hon. Joseph Hopkinson, 
the second President of this Academy, writing to Mr. Dunlap in 1833, says 
" I remember his arrival in this country. He brought letters of introduction 
to my father, whose portrait was the first he painted in America. It is now 
in my possession ... it bears the date of 1785, and is now as fresh in color 
as it was on the day h was painted .... Robert Morris, who patronized 
him, built a house in* Eighth Street suitable to his objects. I remember a 
large picture in his gallery, of Medea murdering her children, and several 
others, some from Shakspeare — Prospero and Miranda, in * The Tempest,' 
I particularly recollect. Many of his pictures are scattered about in Virginia, 
where he went occasionally to paint portraits. . . . P. S. He brought with 
him a plaster cast of the Venus, which was kept shut up in a case, and only 
shown to peiisons who particularly wished to see it; as the manners of our 
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coimtiy at that time would not tolerate the public exhibition of such a figure." 
He died at Philadelphia Nov. 19, 1788.

Pratt, MattheiKT — 1734--1805. Son of a goldsmith; bom in Phila- 
delphia, Sept. 23, 1734; was apprenticed to one James Qaypoole, of whom 
little is known, beyond the fact that he was Pratt's first instructor in paint- 
ing, " particularly portrait painting." Having served his apprenticeship, 
Tratt set up in business as a portrait-painter, not refiising, however, to take 
orders for pictorial signs. Many of these signs showed the hand of the true 
artist. Among the best remembered of them were the " Cock in a Barn- 
yard," on a beer house in Spruce Street, and "The Convention of 1787," 
at the comer of Fourth and Chestnut Streets, which drew admiring crowds. 
In 1760, Pratt married EUzabeth Moore, 353; and, in 1764, went to Eng- 
land and studied with Benjamin West, being the first of the American 
students received into West's house. Painted some time in Bristol ; retumed 
in 1768 to Philadelphia, where he opened a studio and found plenty of em- 
ployment; made a short visit to Ireland in 1770, and painted a fiill length 
portrait of Archdeacon Mann in robes. Perhaps his best known work is the 
full length portrait of Cadwalader Colden, belonging to the Chamber of 
Commerce, New York, for which body it was painted in 1772 at a cost of 
thirty-seven pounds. It has been engraved. He also painted a full length 
portrait of Gov. James Hamilton, which belonged to the Spring Garden 
Institute, Philadelphia, but has been lost for many years. Died at Philadel- 
phia, Jan. 9, 1805. 

The exhibitor of the portraits referred to below, with the exception of No. 
Z92, is a great grand-daughter of the artist.

Ramsay, Allan— 1709 (or I7I3)-I784 — Bom in Edinbui^h, son of 
Allan Ramsay, author of " Tne cJentle Shepherd ;" studied in Italy under 
Solimene, and Imperiale ; soon devoted himself entirely to portrait paint- 
ing; was appointed principal painter to the Crown in 1767. Painted a num- 
ber of full length portraits of George III, and of Queen Charlotte, in the robes 
of state, in which he was assisted by his pupil, Philip Reinagle. One of 
these portraits of the King is in the National Museimi, Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, deposited by Mrs. Joseph Harrison and by her presented to 
this Academy. Died at Dover, August 10, 1784.

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Read, Thomas Bachanan— 1822-1872. Poet, painter and sculptor, 
bom in Chester County, Penna., worked and studied in Philadelphia, New 
York, Cincinnati, Rome and Florence. His best known picture, is " Sheri- 
dan's Ride," illustrating his popular poem of the same title. It is now in 
this Academy. His "Spirit of the Water Fall" is in possession of the 
Philadelphia School of Design for Women.

Reynolds, Sir Joshua, P.R.A. — 1 723-. 1792. One of the most re- 
nowned of artists, bom at Plympton, in Devonshire, July 16, 1723, son of 
Rev. Samuel Reynolds, Master of the Grammar School at that place ; in- 
tended originally for the medical profession, but the reading of Richardson's 
treatise on painting, decided him to become a painter ; studied with Hud- 
son, a mediocre portrait painter of London, 1741-42, then established him- 
self as a portrait painter in Plymouth Dock, afterwards Devonport ; removed 
his studio to London in 1746; accompanied Commodore Keppel, in the 
" Centurion," to the Mediterranean in 1749 ; spent about three years in Italy, 
and returned to England, by way of Paris, at the end of the year 1752 ; settled 
in London, and soon became the most distinguished of its portrait painters ; 
unanimously elected President of the newly established Royal Academy of 
Arts in 1 768, and was knighted by George III on the occasion ; succeeded 
Allan Ramsay as principal painter in ordinary to the King in 1784. Died 
in London, Feb. 23, 1792, and was buried with great pomp in St. Paul's 
Cathedral. Among his pictures preserved in the National Gallery, London, 
are " The Holy Family," which was engraved by W. Sharp in 1792; "The 
Graces decorating a terminal Figure of Hymen," (the Graces being the 
three daughters of Sir Wm. Montgomery) which was engraved by J. Wat- 
son; "Portrait of Lord Heathfield,'* painted 1787, engraved by Earlom 
1788, by G. T. Doo, and by R. Page; " The Snake in the Grass," painted 
for Lord Carysfort, engraved by J. R. Smith 1787, and by S. W. Reynolds ; 
Admiral Keppel, painted in 1780; Dr. Samuel Johnson, engraved by W. 
Doughty in 1784, and by others; Geoi^e IV as Prince of W2es, engraved 
by C. Hodges.

Rockey, A. B. — ^Bom in MifQinsburg, Pa.; began painting in Phila- 
delphia about 1825.

Rothermel, Peter F. — Bom in Luzerne Co., Pa., 181 7; an eminent 
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American historical painter, one of the greatest colorists this country has 
produced, and a master of composition involving the management of large 
masses of figures; began the active practice of his profession in 1840, by 
painting portraits in Philadelphia, having received instruction from 
Bass Otis; went to Europe in 1S56, spending some time in the art centres 
of the Continent, and painting his first historical picture; was an active 
member of the Artists' Fund Society of this city, of which he 
was elected Vice President in 1844, and a Director of this 
Academy 1847 -1855; among his best known works are "St. 
Agnes," painted in 1858, and now in Russia, " Patrick Henry before 
the Virginia House of Burgesses," engraved by Alfred Jones for the Ameri- 
can Art Union of Philadelphia, 1852, "St. Paul on Mars Hill," 
"Amy Robsart interceding for Leicester," property of Mrs. Blanchard, 
and now on deposit in this Academy; "Christian Martyrs in the 
Coliseum ;" and the colossal picture of the Battle of Gettysburg, ordered by the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania, and finished in 1871. The last named picture,, 
which has been engraved by John Sartain, is preserved in Memorial Hall, Fair- 
mount Park, but at present is on its way back from London, with the 
" Christian Mart)TS," both having been loaned for the American Exhibition 
there recently closed. Mr. Rothermel has, for some years past, generally 
lived on his farm at Limerick, 33 miles from Philadelphia, on the line 
of the Reading Railroad.

Salazar, Joseph D. — A portrait painter of New Orleans about 1792.

Sartain, John — Bom in London 1808 ; placed under instruction with 
an engraver ; when but fifteen, had made sufficient advancement in draw- 
ing, as well as in engraving, to attract the attention of William Young 
Ottley, the eminent writer on art, who employed him for two years on 
plates executed in line for " The Italian School of Design," Early in the 
year 1828, his attention was attracted towards mezzotint. In 1830 he 
came to this country through the persuasion of Thomas Sully, and settled 
in Philadelphia ; but not finding immediate occupation in engraving, prac- 
ticed portrait painting. In 1842-43, he was proprietor and editor of 
Campbell's Semi-monthly Magazine, and during the latter portion of 
the time. Editor of Sartain's Union Magazine. Mr. Sartain, the 
first in America to engrave to any extent in mezzotint, and 
one of the best now working, possesses great energy and persever- 
ance, and it may be said that he has produced more works than any living 
engraver. His " Christ Rejected," after Benjamin West, " The Iron 
Worker and King Solomon," after C. Schtissele, and the " Battle of Gettys- 
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burg" after P. F. Rothermel, are the largest and most important mezzo- 
tint plates as yet executed in America. Busy as Mr. Sartain has been 
with his professional work, he has always found time to take an active part 
in movements for the advancement of art interests in Philadelphia. He 
was President of the Artists' Fund Society in 1844, and a Director 
of this Academy, 1856- 187 7, where his services as Secretary, and Chair- 
man of Committees, are remembered and appreciated. He was Director 
of the Art Departaient in the Centennial Exhibition and is just returning 
from the American Exhibition in London where he held a similar position.

Savage, EdiKrard — 1761-1817. Painter, and engraver in mezzotint 
and stipple, bom at Princeton, Mass. ; worked in Philadelphia and New 
York. Washington sat to him three times, 1789-90, for a portrait for Har- 
vard College, afterwards engraved by the artist in mezzotint, folio, and 
and in stipple, qnarto.

Schassele, Christian — 1 824-1 879. Born in Guebvillers, Alsace, then 
belonging to France, son of a baker of good standing; at the age of fifteen 
had painted portraits of all his immediate neighbors, though he had received 
no training m art ; at sixteen, went to Strasburg, entered the Academy there, 
and, under Prof. Guerin, devoted himself to the study and practice of litho- 
graphy ; went to Paris two years later, his first preceptor there being Paul 
Delaroche ; obtained employment with Engleman and Graf, making a series 
of designs for chromo-lithographic illustrations of illuminated works; be- 
came a pupil of Yvon; received a commission to make drawings from the 
pictures in the gallery at Versailles for elaborate chromo-lithographic repro- 
ductions, but was prevented firom executing the contract by 8ie revolution 
of 1848; came to Philadelphia about this time, and worked at chromo- 
lithography ; exhibited in this Academy a cabinet picture, entitled " The 
Artists* Recreation,*' in the Spring of 1851, after which he continued to 
paint, producing among other pictures, " Clear the Track," purchased by 
the late President of this Academy, James L. Claghom, and engraved in 
imperial folio by J. Sartain, 1854; " The Iron Worker and King Solomon," 
in the Harrison Collection ; " Men of Progress," or "American Inventors," 
painted for J. L. Mott, of New York ; ** Home on Furlough;" " Zeisberger 
preaching to the Indians," the four last named engraved by John Sartain 
in folio. About 1863, Mr. Schttssele was attacked by palsy in his right 
hand; visited his native place and Paris in 1865, remaining three years 
and undergoing severe treatment without any apparent benefit. On his 
return in 1868 he was elected Professor of Drawing and Painting in this 
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Academy, which position he filled, with great acceptability, until his death, 
August 20th, 1879. Inuring this period he pamted (1869) '* Queen Esther 
denouncing Haman '* for 3ie Academy. Mr. Schilssele was an honored 
member of the Philadelphia Sketch Club, and of the Artists' Fund Society, 
and at one time President of the latter.

Stuart, Qilbert — i755-i828.^For a short time self named Gilbert 
Charles Stuart, bom at Narragansett, R. I., Dec. 3, 1755, son of "Gilbert 
Stewart," Scotchman. Went to England in 177510 seek instruction from 
Benjamin West. In Matthew Pratt's " West's School of Painters," 459 he is 
portrayed seated at the easel. He remained several years in England, where 
his best works were produced, e, g, a full length portrait of W. Grant of 
Congalton, skating in St. James Park, now at Moor Court, Stroud, in pos- 
session of Lord Charles Pelham Clinton ; a small half length of Benjamin 
West, seated on a sofa, and one of Wm. WooUett, the engraver, both engraved 
by Caroline Watson, and both in the National Gallery, London. Stuart 
removed to Dublin in 1798; returned to America in 1792; painted his first 
portrait of Washington, 448, in 1795 ; the second, 450, in 1796; and sub- 
sequently the third and last, 449. Of these three portraits there are 
sixty-one replicas, and they have been engraved more than 200 times. 
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After painting the Washington portraits, Stuart remained in Philadelphia, 
where he painted most of the prominent men of the country, until 1805, 
when he returned to Boston, where he died July 27, 1828. To him is con- 
ceded the highest rank among American portrait painters, and he is among 
the great masters of all times and countries. In the catalogue of Stuart's 
works issued by the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston in 1880, there are 746 
portraits recorded, including 61 portraits of Washington. Since then, 11 
more have been discovered, 7 in this city, and 4 in England. There are 
in Philadelphia the following portraits by Stuart, in addition to those 
exhibited :

Sully, Thomas — 1 783-1 872. Bom in England; was brought to this 
country by his family when a child; studied art in Charleston, S. C, lived 
^ome time in Richmond and New York, and made several visits to Europe ; 
but spent the greater part of his life in Philadelphia. He was an active 
member, and Secretary of The Society of Artists of the United States, in the 
■early part of the present century, and, after its dissolution, for some time, a 
Director of this Academy. Two or three generations of young artists profited 
by his kind and intelligent counsels, freely given ; and his long career, 
though frequently discouragii^, was so pursued as to win him universal 
respect. He died in Philadelphia, Nov. 5, 1872. Among his most im- 
portant works, are the full length portrait of Lafayette, in Independence 
Hall ; George Frederick Cooke as Richard III, in the Academy's perma- 
nent collection; "Washington Crossing the Delaware," in the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston ; and the full Jength portrait of the young Queen Vic- 
toria in her royal robes painted in London, 1838. The last named picture 
belongs to the Society of the Sons of St. George, in this city. Among the 
one hundred and six portraits in the present exhibition painted by Mr. 
Sully, there are so many deserving of special notice, that it seems better, in 
the limited space available here, not to attempt particularizing. The more 
important ones will generally be found described with comparative fulness 
in the articles referred to by the numbers given below. The collection 
shows good examples of all Sully's periods and methods, including what 
may be called his romantic portraits of ladies. One picture, the large full 
length of General Williams, must be cited for the impression it gives of 
extraordinary power in the artist's conception and execution, far beyond 
what is generally thought possible with Sully.

Born at Portsea, England^ 
son of a purser in the navy; painted historical and imaginative subjects, 
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and portraits ; first exhibited in the Royal Academy a picture of ** Daedalus 
fastening wings on his son Icarus;" A. R. A. 1801, R. A. 1804; succeeded 
Fuseli as Keeper of the Royal Academy in 1825, but resigned in 1827, in 
consequence of bad health; retired in 1828 to his native place, where he 
died April 6, 1843.

Trott, BeDJamin. — Came to Philadelphia from New York with Stuart 
in 1791; made excellent miniature copies of Stuart's Washington. For 
some time had his studio with Sully.

Tmmball. John — 1 756-1 843. Born at Lebanon, Connecticut, June 
6, 1756, son of Jonathan Trumbull the revolutionary Governor; graduate 
of Harvard College, July, 1773; turned his attention to painting, but was 
interrupted by the signs of the coming revolution, which interested him in 
military studies and exercises. He entered the army as Adjutant to the 
1st Connecticut Regiment, and rose to the rank of Colonel, but, becoming 
dissatisfied with the date of his commission, left the service in February,. 
1777, and returned to Lebanon; went to Boston afterwards, to study the 
works of Copley and others; sailed for Europe in May, 1780, to study with 
Benjamin West, and, after a short stay in Paris, arrived in London in the 
following August. While working under West, he was arrested and com- 
mitted to prison, on arrival of the news of Andr6's execution. His life 
was spared on the intercession of West, but he was confined for seven 
months, and when liberated, compelled to quit the kingdom. He returned' 
to England in November, 1783, and resumed his studies under West, and 
remaining until 1789, during which period he painted the "Battle of 
Bunker Hill*' and "Death of Montgomery,*' and arranged the composition 
for " The Declaration of Independence," " The Surrender of Comwallis,'' 
and the battles of Trenton and Princeton. He came to New York, Nov. 
26, 1789, and soon after, commenced painting portraits for these historical* 
pictures. Washington sat to him seven times in 1790, and the same year 
Trumbull finished a full length portrait of Washington for the City of 
New York. Another full length painted in Philadelphia in 1792, and now 
in the Yale School of Fine Arts, well known through the engravings of 
Cheesman and Warner, was considered by the artist the best portrayal of 
Washington " in his heroic military character." In the Yale School of the 
Fine Arts is a collection of 55 pictures painted by Trumbull. A study 
of his Siege of Gibraltar made for Sharp to engrave from is in this city, with 
the aftist's key to the characters. Colonel Trumbull was President of " The 
American Academy of the Fine Arts" in New York, from 181 6 to 1825. 
He died in New York, Nov. 10, 1843.

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Uhle, Bernhard. — Bom in Chemnitz, Saxony, Oct. 15, 1S47; was 
brought by his parents to this country in 1851; received his first instruc- 
tion in art from his father ; entered this Academy as a student at the age 
of fifteen ; gave the greater jwirt of his time to photography between 1867 
and 1875; ^^^^ ^o Munich in the latter year, and remained until 1877, 
studying in the Academy there^ under Prof. F. Barth (drawing), and Prof. 
Alex. Wagner (painting) ; made a trip to Italy, visiting the principal art 
galleries; opened his studio as portrait painter in Philadelphia in 1877; 
made a second trip to Europe in 1879, which was exclusively devoted to 
the study of old masters in Munich and Paris. Since his return to Phila- 
delphia in 1880, Mr. Uhle has been constantly employed in painting por- 
traits. A full representation of his work cannot, of course, be given in 
this Exhibition, as most of his subjects are still living. Mr. Uhle is now 
in his second very successful season as Instructor of the Portrait Class in 
this Academy.

Weber, Paul. — Landscape and animal painter, bom in Germany about 
1820. Studied in Frankfort. Came to America 1848, and settled in

Court painter ; is now in Munich where he has lived for several years. His 
American work was generally pure landscape, of which one of the finest 
examples is his " Evening," in the permanent collection of this Academy. 
The Corcoran Gallery at Washington also has an important " Scene in the 
Catskills/' painted by him in 1858. His later work gives prominence to 
animal life. A fine example may be seen in Harrison EarPs Collection, on 
deposit in the Academy.

'Wertmaller, Adolph Ulric — 1750-1811. Bom at Stockholm about 
1750 ; made his first studies in art at home; went afterwards to Paris 
where he studied and practised painting several years ; was elected member 
of the Royal Academies of Sculpture and Painting in Paris and Stockholm ; 
came to Philadelphia in May, 1794. Washington is said to have given him 
a single sitting for the portrait which was engraved by H. B. Hadl for Ir- 
ving' s life of Washington, while in possession of Charles Augustus Davis of 
New York. The artist made several copies of this picture. He remained in 
this country until the Autumn of 1796, when he returned to Stockholm. 
Came again to Philadelphia in 1800, and, in the following year, married a 
granddaughter of Hesselius, pastor of the Swedish congregation of Wil- 
mington, Del. Shortly after his marriage, he purchased a farm below 
Marcus Hook, on the Delaware, where he died October 5, 181 1. After 
his death, his pictures were sold at auction, a small copy of his " Danse " 
bringing ^500.00. Some time afterward, the original was sold in New York 
for j( 1 500.00. • It was his masterpiece. Where is it now?

West, Benjamin, P. R. A.— 1 738-1820. Bom in Springfield Town- 
ship, Delaware Co., Penna., October 10, 1738. His ancestors were mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends, who came to this country with William 
Penn at the time of his second visit. His early studies in art were made 
entirely without advantages, and against persistent opposition from his 
family. His first instructions were received from a Mr. Williams, an Eng- 
lishman who was painting in Philadelphia, and to whom he was introduced 
by Mr. Pennington, a merchant, who had been attracted by the lad's talent. 
He established himself as a portrait painter in Philadelphia, between 1753 
and 1756, and continued until 1758, when he removed to New York, 
whence he went to Rome, in July, 1760. He remained in Italy about three 
years, and, in 1763, visited England, where the many valuable connections 
he formed determined him to take up his permanent residence. One of 
his first patrons in England was Dr. Drummond, who introduced him to 
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George III, for whom West was almost exclusively employed from 1767 
until 1802. West was one of the original members of the Royal Academy, 
and succeeded Sir Joshua Reynolds as its President in 1792. When he 
lost the patronage of the Court, through the illness of George III in 1802, 
although sixty-four years of age, he commenced a series of religious pic- 
tures on a larger scale than any he had painted for the King. The first* of 
these was ** Christ Healing the Sick in the Temple/' now in the National 
Gallery, London, of which there is a large engraving by James Heath, and 
a small one by T. Phillibrown. This picture was painted for the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital in this city ; but West having sold it to the British Insti- 
tution, painted a replica which is still in possession of the Hospital. This 
picture was followed by two much larger ones, " Christ Rejected," and 
" Death on the Pale Horse,'* both of which are now in this Academy. 
One of the most celebrated of West's pictures is " The Death of General 
Wolfe," in which he made the innovation of dressing the characters in 
their proper costumes, the orthodox painters all following the Greek and 
Roman dress in all historical compositions, no matter what the subject.

'Wilson, Richard, R. A. — 1713-1782. Bom at Pinegas, Montgomery- 
shire, Wales, son of a clergjrman ; was taken to London when young, by 
Sir George Wynne, and placed with an obscure portrait painter named 
Wright; attained considerable eminence as a portrait painter; but in 1749, 
when he went to Italy, he turned his attention, by the advice of Zuccarelli 
and Vemet, wholly to landscape ; soon became known as one of the prin- 
cipal landscape painters of his time; returned to London, 1755, though his 
talents were not appreciated in his own country until 1760, when his picture 
of ** Niobe " was exhibited. He was one of the thirty-six original members 
of the Royal Academy, 1768, and was made its Librarian in 1776. Died in 
Llanverrisor Llanferras, Denbighshire, 1782. 

Several of his pictures are preserved in the National Gallery, London. Of 
these " The Ruins of the Villa of Maecenas, at Tivoli," of which the artist 
made four replicas, has been engraved by M. Rooker, by J. Le Keux, and 
by R. Brandard. The "Landscape, with figures, representing the Destruc- 
tion of Niobe's Children," has been engraved by WooUett, by S. Smith and 
W. Sharp, and in small size by J. C. Varral. This Academy has a fine 
Italian landscape by Wilson, and an excellent small landscape study.

'Williaimi, I. L. — Bom in Philadelphia 1817; studied drawing under 
John R. Smith, afterwards practising painting with John Neagle ; has lived 
and followed his profession in Philadelphia ; is President of the Artists' 
Fund Society, of which he became a member in i860; has served on sev- 
eral Exhibition Committees in this Academy. Until about 1844, Mr. Wil- 
liams devoted himself to portrait painting ; but since that time he has given 
equal or greater attention to landscape. The Historical Society, has an in- 
teresting series of small oil paintings by Mr. Williams, representing His- 
toric Mansions of Philadelphia.

'Winner, 'William E. — A portrait and genre painter of Philadelphia ; 
member of the Board of Control of the Artists' Fund Society from 1843;

'Wittkamp, Johann Bernard. — Historical painter bom at Riesen- 
beck, Westphalia, 1820; taken to Rotterdam 1830, where he studied under

Continued to reside in Belgium and died about two years since. Honorary 
member of this Academy, which possesses three of his. paintings, one of them 
being the colossal "Deliverance of Leyden," painted in 1848. Mr. Witt- 
kamp received the Gold Medal of the Brussels Salon, and medals at The 
Hague, Bruges, London, and Philadelphia (Centennial). 

Wittkamp, 478. 

'Wright, Joseph — 1 756-1 793. Son of Joseph Wright and Patience 
Lovell; bom in Bordentown, N. J., July 16, 1756. After the death of his 
father, his mother took her family to London, where, becoming famous as a 
modeler in wax, she was enabled to give her son a good education. Turn- 
ing his attention to portrait painting, he received advice and instruction from 
West and Hoppner, the latter marrying his sister; and before leaving Eng- 
land, painted the portrait of the Prince of Wales, afterward George IV. 
He went to Paris in 1782, under protection of Franklin, to continue his art 
studies; came to America soon after, bringing letters from Franklin to 
Washington. Painted the portrait of Washington who gave him several 
sittings at Rocky Hill, near Princeton, N. J., in 1783 (see 452). He painted 
two other portraits of Washington about this time; and in 1790 drew a 
profile likeness of him as he sat in church (see 453). This he afterwards

etched and published. He took a phister cast of Washington's features 
at Mount Vernon in 1784, which is probably the foundation of his mother's 
well-known busts in wax. Mr. Wright was the 6rst draughtsman and die- 
sinker of the U. S. Mint, and the <* Manly Medal" of Washington is sup- 
posed to be his work. He died shortly after his appointment, in I793» a 
victim of the yellow fever epidemic in Philadelphia.

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In the death df Ecl'<\ard N. Westcott Syracuse loses a citizen who will be 
sincerely mourned by all who enjoyed his acquaintance, or who knew the man 
Intimately or well. In Mr. Westcott were united many qualities which com- 
bined to make the true grentleman and the worthy citizen. It has been said 
that nature makes the true gentleman, although Thackery insists that a life 
of comparative ease, study and contact with cultured and refined people will 
beat nature all hollow In making a gentleman. Edward N. Westcott was in- 
tuitively a gentleman, and at the same time his instincts and his intimates de- 
veloped and rendered more marked his admirable qualities. His life was gen- 
tle, although tinged with sadness during his latter days when his unalterable 
fate stared him in the face and would not down at the bidding of the most 
skilled combatants of his malady. Mr. Westcott was entitled to and received 
the consideration of his fellow citizens for his excellent qualities of mind as 
well as of heart. Although of a modest and unobtrusive temperament and 
nature, he was a deep, forcible and logical thinker, and was perhaps the best 
posted man in Syracuse on questions connected with the tariff and with gov- 
ernment generally. His knowledge of the history of tariff laws covered the 
period during which they had been in operation since their first Imposition by 
the government. In the first Cleveland campaign for the presidency Mr. West- 
cott was an ardent advocate of a low tariff and gave to the public many letters 
supporting his theories regarding tariff measures. He was a firm believer in 
his party's doctrine, becoming a stanch Democrat upon Cleveland's accession to 
the office of chief executive of the Nation. Mr. Westcott was equally con- 
versant with theories, rudiments and knowledge of finance, and served an ex- 
tended apprenticeship in a practical exemplification of his ideas. It was at 
least a coincidence that the secretary of the water board, in which position he 
had served for several years, should pass away on the day previous to the 
anniversary of the death of the president of that board, the late Henry J. i 
Mowry. 

-X4ie his personal friend and admirer, Henry J. Mowry, Mr. Westcott was \ 
5t admirer of the character and policy of Grover Cleveland. His ser- 
vice in behalf of Cleveland in his first campaign would have been rewarded 
by his appointment to a lucrative position had Mr. Westcott said the word.

The SKlilbltldn «fnst Closed ta Pfell»delvht», 

A very interestinfir exhibition has jtist 
closed at the Philadelphia Academy of Fine 
Arts. It was a loan oolleotion of some 600 his- 
torioal portraits, carefully and soientifloally 
oatalogrned. dating? from the earliest colonial to 
comparatively recent days, t^e hither line hav« 
InfiT been drawn at portraits of livinff persons 
by deceased artists or of deceased persons by 
liTine artists. 

No historical collection of any kind has ever 
been ffot together in America which even ap- 
proached this one in interest. And nowhere bnt 
in Philadelphia could the eflTort have been so 
sucoesdful. We are apt to fonret how paramount 
was the social importance of Philailelphia in 
the earlier years of our history. We remember 
that Boston was once a greater city than New 
York, but we scarcely remember that Philadel- 
phia Ions outranked them both, and that our 
elder artists were even more active there than 
in the New England town. 

The chief artistic Interest of the exhibition 
centred in the fifty-nine pictures attributed 
to Stuart When we saw the Stuart col- 
lection bome sis or seven years ago in 
Boston we imagined that we saw the best 
of his works, and more than enough to' 
reveal the full scope of his talent But here 
were a number of pictures which were better 
than all but the three or four best in Boston, 
and at least one which for pictorial complete- 
ness Stuart never eaualied* As is well knownl 
his best works are simple heads, and even 
when his half lengths are good, they are al- 
most invariably marred by a childishly careless 
painting of the hands. But the portrait of Dr. 
William Smith, the first Provost of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, is a three-auarter length, 
admirably composed in away which somewhat 
suggests Sir Joshua, and well painted through- 
out though most beautifully, of course, in the 
head. The old gentleman is seated writing at 
a table covered with matbematical instru- 
ments, while a half -drawn curtain behind him 
shows a charming bit of river landscape- The 
picture is as delightful in color as in composi- 



1796. Two more of the nine were by Wright, 
one of them considered his original, painted 
near Princeton in 1783. One was by Wertmuller 
and the remaining two by PeaL The chief o^ 
these was the full length which v * o^ered by 
Ck>ngress and begun at Valley Forge. There 
are two other versions of the same design, but i 
this is believed to be the original, which (3on- 
gress failed to purchase, and whfoh. therefore, 
passed into Peale's Museum. It is an interest- 
ing contrast to our other likenesses of Wash- ^ 
ington. having much of the accepted character, 
and yet a certain debonnair, almost dashing 
aspect, which we are not used to imagine in 
the original. 

Among the most important of the remaining 
pictures was a likeness of the father of William 
Penn. the Admiral Sir William, attributed with 
a query mark to Lely. but much too good for 
his brush. The elder Booth. De Witt Clinton, 
Ouvier, and Lord Ersklne (by Stuart), Edwin 
Porrest Thomas Gallaudet Gazzanlga, the 
prima donna; Joseph Harrison, the engineer: 
Francis Hopkinson, the signer, and other sign- 
ers more than one: the sculptor, Houdon: 
Alexander von Humboldt (painted from life in 
this country). Jackson, Madison, Charles and 
Panny Kemble, Macaulay (painted by Ingham), 
Chief Jusiice Marshall, and Michaux, the bot- 
anist who first wrote systematically of the flora 
of our continent : William Pitt Alexander Pope, 
Joseph Priestley, David Bittenhouse^ Madame 
Boland (painted by Madame Lebrun), Benjamin 
Bush, Sarah Siddons, Thaddeus Stevens, Ben- 
jamin West John Thomson, who built our first 
railroad: Bishop White; Wilson, the orni- 
thologist, and Lafayette. These are a few of the 
most famous faces which were presented, 
and surely they are enough to prove that even 
an American with no eye for art might have 
found it worth while to study the collection. 
And if we knew our Philadelphia, what more 
Impressive than to see every important local 
family represented, and often by many mem- 
bers in several successive generations ? 

If one thing was more surprising than the col- 
lection Itself, this was the way in which it had 
been hung. and^especiaUy, had been catalogued. 
The pictures were grouped, as wafi( mlnently 
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
